tain goods  which  are  in  short  supply,  in 
accordance  with  special  distribution  schemes 
instituted  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  notwith- 
standing the  provisions  of  Section  9  of  the 
Goods  and  Services  (Price  Control)  Act, 
1 941. 

Veterinary  Practice  by  Unregistered  Per- 
sons.— A  report  made  to  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  Secretary  of 
State  for  Scotland  by  a  Committee  on 
Veterinary  Practice  by  Unregistered  Per- 
sons was  published  on  March  23.  The 
Committee  recommends  that  the  practice 
of  veterinary  surgery  by  persons  who  are 
not  registered  veterinary  surgeons  should 
in  future  be  prohibited  under  penalty ;  that 
the  prohibition  should  not  apply  to  the 
performance  of  the  operation  of  castration, 
and  certain  minor  operations ;  and  that 
unregistered  persons  who,  for  any  seven 
of  the  last  ten  years  have  been  engaged  (as 
their   principal   means   of   livelihood)  in 
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diagnosing  and  giving  medical  or  surgical 
treatment  to  animals,  should  be  entitled  to 
registration  in  a  register  of  "existing 
practitioners,"  carrying  with  it  the  right 
to  continue  in  practice.  Copies  of  the  report 
(Cmd.  6611)  may  be  purchased  from  H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  London,  W.C.2,  price 
threepence  net. 

Penicillin  in  Pharmacies. — Professor  T.  B. 
Davie  (professor  of  Pathology,  Liverpool 
University)  told  a  Liverpool  audience 
recently  that  penicillin  would  shortly  be 
obtainable  in  chemists'  shops.  It  would 
not  be  cheap,  but  might  be  in  various  forms, 
including  powder,  cream,  and  pastilles  for 
the  throat. 

Ipswich  Branch  to  be  Revived. — Ipswich 
and  Suffolk  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  been  inactive  during  the  war, 
owing  to  members'  difficulty  in  attending 
meetings.  It  is  hoped  now  to  revive  Branch 
activities,  and  preliminary  notice  is  given 
of  a  meeting  to  be  held  on  May  3,  at  which 
an  address  will  be  given  by  Mr.  J.  F. 
McNeal  (vice-president  of  the  Society). 

Press  Services  to  Industry. — The  Council 
of  the  Tirade  and  Technical  Press  has 
issued  a  memorandum,  primarily  addressed 
to  Ministries,  drawing  attention  to  the  vital 
service  to  industry  performed  by  trade  and 
technical  journals.  A  strong  case  is  sub- 
mitted for  the  urgent  need  for  release  of 
more  and  better-quality  paper  to  meet  the 
post-war  expansion  of  trade,  particularly 
to  create  a  favourable  impression  abroad. 

Research  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

— A  29-page  report  on  research  work  com- 
pleted during  the  session  1943-44  has  just 
been  issued  by  the  College  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  Important  researches 
have  been  carried  out  in  five  departments : 
nutrition,  pharmaceutics,  pharmaceutical 
chemistry,  pharmacognosy  and  pharma- 
cology. The  report  gives  details  of  a  revised 
method  of  determining  the  rate  of  disin- 
tegration of  compressed  tablets,  first 
suggested  by  Berry  in  1939,  and  describes 
a  simplified  method  of  counting  cells  in 
tissues. 

Prospects  of  Trade  with  U.S. — Mr.  Maurice 
Calthorpe  (chairman,  M.  Calthorpe  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  and  a  director  of  other  companies), 
who  has  returned  to  this  country  from 
America,  after  studying  post-war  prospects 
for  exporters,  believes  opportunities  in  the 
U.S.A.  will  be  quite  as  great  as  in  the  pre- 
war period,  and  possibly  even  greater,  by 
reason  of  the  increased  purchasing  power 
of  the.  people.   Already  there  is  discernible 


a  definite  demand  for  goods  which 
to  the  war,  were  imported  into  the 
States  from  Great  Britain.

A  Policy  Towards  Proprietaries. — In  an 

address  on  "The  Future  of  Proprietary 
Medicines  in  Pharmacy"  given  to  the 
Romford  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  on  March  12  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Kemp, 
Ph.C.  (secretary,  Chemists'  Friends  Associa- 
tion), the  speaker  traced  the  history  of 
proprietary  medicines.  Fie  estimated  the 
total  annual  sales  of  proprietary  medicines 
in  1840  at  ^244,000,  and  in  1936  at  ^28 
million.  He  dealt  with  the.  reasons  under- 
lying the  formation  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trades  Association,  emphasised 
the  boon  this  Association  had  proved  to 
both  retail  pharmacists  and  manufacturers, 
and  traced  the  development  of  the  Chemists' 
Friends  Association.  Finally,  he  referred 
to  the  likely  effect  of  a  National  Health 
tService  on  proprietary  medicines  in  the 
future.  He  envisaged  the  time  when  a 
National  Health  Service  would  be  the  only 
form  of  treatment  available,  but  he  could 
not  foresee  this  position  arising  for  another 
twenty  to  twenty-five  years.  Pharmacists 
should  prepare  for  the  day  by  concentrating 
on  the  development  of  pharmaceutical 
skill  and  knowledge,  by  bringing  the 
professional  side  of  the  business  to  the  fore, 
and  by  specialising  in  products  not  found 
in  the  windows  of  unqualified  traders.  In 
these  directions  lay  their  future. 
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AN  EXPORT  TRADE  RESEARCH  ORGANISATiO 


Particulars  are  now  available  of  a  plan 
promoted  by  a  group  of  British  industrial- 
ists to  assist  the  revival  and  subsequent 
maintenance  of  Britain's  export  trade. 
Under  the  plan  British  industry  co-opera- 
tively establishes  its  own  organisation  for 
conducting  market  research  and  maintain- 
ing a  trade  intelligence  service  throughout 
the  world.  The  body  to  be  set  up  is  to  be 
called  the  British  Export  Trade  Research 
Organisation,  but  will  be  known,  for 
short,  as  B.E.T.R.O.  It  will  have  its 
headquarters  in  London,  with  branches 
in  overseas  territories.  Pending  the  forma- 
tion of  overseas  branches,  it  is  proposed 
to  create  in  London  a  "flying  squad"  of 
research  personnel  ready  to  go  overseas  at 
short  notice  and  carry  out  market  research 
in  any  given  territory,  and  the  "flying 
squad  "  will  form  the  nucleus  of  an  eventual 
world-wide  organisation.  The  promoters 
of  the  plan  are  leading  industrial  companies 
(representing  about  ^175,000,000  of  capital) 
and  a  number  of  advertising  agencies 
experienced  in  market  research  work. 
B.E.T.R.O.  will  be  self-supporting  and  non- 
profit-making  ;  all  British  concerns  may  join. 

Government  Approval 

During  the  initiation  of  the  project  there 
have  been  full  discussions  with  the  Board 
of  Trade  and  Department  of  Overseas 
Trade,  both  of  which  have  expressed  themr 
selves  as  fully  in  accord  with  the  general 
aims  and  objectives  of  the  organisation. 
The  scheme  provides  for  two  classes  of 
members : — 

(a)  Founder  members,  who  are  invited, 
on  grounds  of  public  service,  to  guarantee 
^500  yearly  for  three  years,  in  order  to  set 
the  organisation  on  its  feet;  a  campaign  is 
to  be  started  immediately  to  bring  in  on 
this  basis  the  leading  exporting  companies. 

(b)  Ordinary  members,  who  will  pay  a 
subscription  of  ^100  yearly. 

Arrangements  will  be  made  to  enable 
trade  associations  to  be  affiliated  with 
B.E.T.R.O.  on  mutually  satisfactory  terms. 
Membership  will  confer  the  right  to  share 
in  the  general  service  of  trade  information 
provided  by  the  organisation ;  to  use  the 
facilities  of  any  overseas  branch  or  associate 
of  B.E.T.R.O.  ;  and  to  commission,  at  a 
minimum  cost,  specific  market  and  con- 
sumer research  in  any  area  desired.  Such 
specific  research  .work,  charged  to  the 
member  at  cost,  plus  a  fixed  percentage, 
will  not,  of  course,  be  available  to  non-mem- 
bers.  In  a  brochure  which  the  formation

B.E.T.R.O.  will  be  governed  by 
council,  all  of  whose  members  will  be  u 
paid,  and  which  is  intended  to  be  fu 
representative  of  British  industry  on  t 
highest  plane.  The  liaison  between  couni 
and  management  will  be  a  small  executi 
committee,  the  members  of  which  will  al 
be  unpaid  and  selected  from  the  counc 
B.E.T.R.O.  will  work  in  close  associate 
with  an  overseas  advertising  service  whi< 
certain  British  advertising  agents  ha 
jointly  agreed  to  set  up.

Ready-made  Prescribing 

An  interesting  remark  was  made  by  the 
president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
at  Torquay  recently  in  answer  to  a  ques- 
tion. Your  report  states  (p.  303):  "He 
was  of  opinion  that  the  National  War 
Formulary  was  largely  responsible  for  the 
decline  in  prescribing."  That  opinion, 
backed  as  it  probably  is  by  sufficient 
evidence,  indicates  the  existence  of  a  seri- 
ous state  of  affairs.  Mixtures,  we  have 
been  taught  to  believe,  should  normally 


consist  of  basis,  auxiliary,  corrective,  and 
vehicle.  On  glancing  through  the  N.W.F. 
mixtures,  I  have  failed  to  find  many  con- 
taining these  four  elements.  A  few,  like 
mistura  cascarae  et  nucis  vomicae,  may  be 
said  to  fulfil  this  requirement;  but  the 
majority  do  not.  The  first  in  the  list,  for 
instance,  contains  nothing  but  actyl- 
salicylic  acid,  tragacanth  mucilage  and 
chloroform  water.  Now  mixtures,  like  the 
ailments  for  which  they  are  prescribed, 
need  not  be  typical,  need  not  conform  to  a 
pattern;  nor  would  I,  if  I  were  a  medical 
practitioner,  countenance  "shotgun"  pre- 
scribing. But  the  bare  and  unsystematic 
formulas  of  some  of  the  mixtures  referred 
to  are  only  justifiable — and  that  partially — 
by  the  exigencies  of  war-time  economy. 
Even  with  this  concession,  it  is  difficult 
'to  see  why  a  mixture  with  solution  of  ferric 
chloride  as  its  one  and  only  active  ingredi- 
ent should  be  made  up  with  chloroform 
water,  whereas  the  addition  of  potassium 
chlorate  seems  to  necessitate  the  use  of 
plain  water  as  the  vehicle. 

More  Light 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  appears  to  have  taken  to  heart 
your  reasoned  requests  for  fuller  discussions 
in  the  presence  of  Press  representatives, 
with  the  result  that  your  three-page  report 
of  its  monthly  meeting  (p.  270)  is  the  most 
readable  that  I  have  seen  for  a  long  time. 
Research  scholarships  and  apprenticeship 
provided  material  for  informative  speeches. 
Inconvenient  though dt  may  be  to  allot  more 
money  to  research  scholarships  in  the  pre- 
sent period  of  stringency,  we  have  to  con- 
sider that,  in  any  event,  scholarships,  like 
many  other  things,  are  certain  to  cost  more 
than  hitherto,  and  that  aptitude  for  re- 
search is  not  the  monopoly  of  students 
blessed  with  private  means.  If  the  Council 
includes  as  many  people  of  financial  ability 
as  we  are  given  to  understand,  other  means 
of  economising  will  be  found.  To  maintain 
and  even  to  enhance  the  position  of  re- 
search is  not  only  an  act  of  faith  on  the 
part  of  the  Council ;  it  is  also  common  sense, 
in  view  of  what  is  being  done  by  comparable 
bodies.  Regarding  apprenticeship,  the 
Council  discussion  leaves  me  in  doubt  as  to 
the  possibility  of  a  busy  proprietor  finding 
sufficient  time  to  supervise  the  studies  of 
an  apprentice.  If  a  pharmacy  is  situated 
near  a  university,  the  problem  is  to  a 
great  extent  simplified ;  but  how  many 
pharmacies  are  so  placed  ?  Xfflyser

Mr.  E.  A.  Briggs  pointed  out  it  was  not 
reasonable  to  expect  a  chemist  who  con- 
templated retirement  to  refuse  a  company 
offer  if  it  were  considerably  in  excess  of 
what  might  be  considered  a  fair  offer. — 
Mr.  Brocklehurst  :  We  must  run  the 
Business  Purchase  Fund  as  a  business  con- 
cern, and  cannot  advance  a  large  amount 
of  money  on  a  business  not  worth  it.  If  it 
comes  to  a  question  of  multiple  concerns 
offering,  say,  ^8,000  for  a  business  valued 
at  ^5,000,  the  multiple  will  have  to  have  it.

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OPPORTUNITIES  FOR  MEN  OF  SCIENCE 


The  keynote  of  the  presidential  address 
given  in  London  at  the  sixty-seventh 
annual  meeting  of  the  Royal  Institute  of 
Chemistry  by  Professor  Alexander  Findlay 
on  March  12  was  that  opportunities  were 
increasing  for  men  of  science  to  bring  about 
•  a  better  balance  between  science  and 
politics,  and  between  knowledge  and 
power.  Professor  Findlay  said  the  tasks 
of  Government,  and  the  formation  of  a 
national  and  international  policy  which 
would  secure  the  fullest  and  most  complete 
development  and  expression  of  human 
nature,  involved  problems  that  could  not 
be  solved  merely  by  applying  the  laws  of 
natural  science.  Nevertheless,  in  securing 
material  well-being  and  advancing  indus- 
trial prosperity,  science  was  all-important, 
and  representatives  of  scientific  institutions 
on  the  Parliamentary  and  Scientific  Com- 
mittee were,  in  his  view,  playing  an  important 
part  in  keeping  the  Government  informed 
about  the  discoveries  and  applications  of 
science  to  human  and  industrial  well- 
being,  and  in  providing  a  scientific  method 
of  approach  to  national  problems. 

Membership  and  Finances 

The  President  referred  to  losses  the 
Institute  had  sustained  by  the  deaths  of 
Sir  John  Fox  (Government  Chemist  and 
a  past-president)  ;  Dr.  O.  F.  Bloch ;  Sir 
John  Jarmay  (Imperial  Chemical  Indus- 
tries, Ltd.)  ;  Sir  Ernest  Cook  (sometime 
Lord  Mayor  of  Bristol) ;  Dr.  E.  V.  Suckling ; 
Professor  F.  J.  Wilson;  and  Dr.  Ida 
Smedley-MacLean.  Membership  of  the 
Institute  had  increased  by  523  to  9,227, 
and  the  register  of  students  by  205  to 
1,225.  The  finances  were  in  a  satisfactory 
state,  and  subscriptions  to  the  Benevolent 
Fund  showed  a  considerable  increase.  The 
president  noted  with  satisfaction  the 
greater  collaboration  among  various  organi- 
sations of  chemists, .  and  the  better  co- 
ordination of  their  activities,  in  which 
representatives  of  the  Institute  had  con- 
tinued to  play  their  part.  He  congratulated 
the  Chemical  Council  on  increased  financial 
support  for  chemical  publications. 

Proposals  for  Modifying  Charter 

It  was  sixty  years  since  the  Institute 
had  been  incorporated  by  Royal  Charter. 
Its  membership  had  increased  twenty- 
fold  and  there  had  also  taken  place  a 
remarkable  expansion  of  the  activities  of 
chemists,  both  in  range  and  variety.  It 
was  a  tribute  to  the  wisdom  and  foresight 


of  those  who  had  been  responsible  fi 
drawing  up  the  Royal  Charter  that  tl 
Institute  had  so  successfully  adapte 
itself  to  changing  conditions;  but  tl 
time  had  come  to  reformulate  its  am 
and  interests,  and  to  adapt  its  organisatio 
more  effectively  to  achieve  its  aims  an 
fulfil  its  responsibilities.  Proposals  fc 
modifying  the  charter  and  by-laws  woul 
be  laid  before  members  in  due  cours< 
The  President  referred,  in  conclusion,  t 
the  retirement  of  Mr.  Richard  B.  Pilche 
(secretary  for  fifty  years  and  registrar  an 
secretary  for  forty-five  years)  and  th 
appointment  of  Dr.  H.  J.  T.  Ellingham  a 
Secretary  and  Mr.  R.  L.  Collett  as  Registry 
Professor  Findlay  was  unanimously  re 
elected  President. 

CAUSES  OF  WOOD  DECAY 

In  a  lecture  on  "The  Decay  of  Wood"  ir 
London,  recently,  before  a  joint  meetim 
of  the  microbiological  panel  of  the  Societ) 
of  Chemical  Industry  and  Society  of  Agri- 
cultural Bacteriologists,  Dr.  W.  Findlay 
explained  that  wood  decay  is  caused  almosl 
entirely  by  higher  fungi,  which  produce 
enzymes  able  to  break  down  lignified  cellu- 
lose, bacteria  playing  little  part  in  the  pro- 
cess. The  fungi  are  of  two  main  types,  one 
causing  brown  rot,  in  which  cellulose  and 
other  carbohydrates  are  hydrolysed  ;  and  a 
second  type  causing  white  rot,  in  which 
lignin  as  well  as  cellulose  is  attacked.  Brown 
rots  generally  attack  coniferous  trees,  but 
broad-leaved  trees  are  more  often  attacked 
by  the  white  rots.  Some  fungi  act  rapidly, 
causing  substantial  losses  in  dry  weight  in 
a  few  months.  Moisture  is  the  chief  factor 
influencing  rate  of  decay,  no  decay  occur- 
ring if  the  water  content  (based  on  dry 
weight)  is  below  20  per  cent.,  and  decay 
being  slow  if  moisture  is  below  the  fibre 
saturation-point  (27  to  30  per  cent.). 
Optimum  moisture  content  varies  with  the 
species  of  fungus  involved  and  the  kind  of 
wood.  The  fungi  are  essentially  aerobic, 
and  cannot  grow  in  wood  containing  less 
than  a  certain  minimum  of  oxygen.  They 
produce  oxidising  enzymes  and  are  thus 
easily  recognised.  The  optimum  moisture 
content  for  the  growth  of  any  fungus  thus 
is  related  to  its  density,  i.e.  to  the  amount 
of  air  space  which  the  wood  contains ;  this 
varies  between  35  per  cent,  and  45  per  cent, 
for  most  fungi  in  ordinary  timbers.  Tem- 
perature also  has  an  important  influence; 
in  most  cases  the  optimum  is  about  300  C.

stop  watch  was  started  as  soon  as  the 


thrombin  was  added  to  the  plasma.  A 
glass  stirring  rod,  with  a  small  fine  hook 
at  the  end,  was  used  to  mix  the  solutions 
quickly.  The  clot,  when  formed,  was  caught 
by  the  hooked  end  of  the  glass  rod,  and  at 
this  point  the  stop  watch  was  stopped. 
Except  with  extreme  dilutions,  the  end- 
point  was  clear.  Clotting  times  varied  from 
6  to  10  sec.  Serial  dilutions  were  made  in 
saline  and  clotting  tests  performed.  The 
table  shows  the  results  of  one  such  test:  —

The  points,  when  plotted,  lie  close  to  a 
straight  line.  Dilution  of  the  thrombin  is 
thus  shown  to  be  directly  proportional  to 
clotting  time. 

During  sterilisation  by  filtration,  a  point 
of  great  pharmaceutical  interest  emerged. 
Filtration  of  the  liquid  through  5-on-3 
sintered  glass  filters  being  slow,  and  large 
glass  filters  not  available  or  convenient, 
attempts  were  made  to  filter  the  thrombin 
solution  through  (a)  a  Doulton  candle  and 
(b)  a  sterilising  asbestos  pad,  of  3-5-cm. 
diameter.  Samples  of  the  filtrate  were  col- 
lected at  10-min.  intervals  in  the  case  of 
the  Doulton  candle,  and  at  i-min.  intervals 
using  the  asbestos  pad,  and  the  clotting 
times  of  the  fractions  determined,  the  clot- 
ting time  of  the  original  solution  being  6  sec. 
The  results  show  that  thrombin  is  adsorbed 
to  a  greater  extent  by  the  Doulton  candle 
than  by  a  Seitz  pad  of  similar  filtering  capa- 
city. Thrombin  solutions  were  found  stable 
when  stored  at  40  C.  for  about  one  month. 
Thrombin  dried  by  the  cold  sublimation 
method  was  found  to  have  suffered  no  loss 
of  activity  during  the  drying  process. 

Work  for  Pharmacists 

Professor  Todd  said  that  such  work 
was  essentially  that  of  pharmacists  if  they 
cared  to  make  it  so,  but  it  could,  like  work 
on  penicillin,  pass  into  the  hands  of  all  and 
sundry.  Whether  the  wholesale  houses 
took  up  this  work  or  imported  thrombin 
from  America  would  depend  on  the  initia- 
tive and  energy  of  pharmacy,  both  manu- 
facturing and  retail.  In  Glasgow,  they  had 
been  in  collaboration  with  local  surgical 
people  in  grafting  and  fixing  skin  by  means 
of  thrombin. 
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Miss  Leach  asked  whether  animal  plasma 
could  be  used  in  the  preparation  of  thrombin 
or  whether  human  plasma  had  an  advan- 
tage over  animal  plasma. — Mr.  Milne  re- 
plied that  the  main  source  ■  of  plasma  for 
thrombin  had  been  rabbit  plasma,  though 
a  considerable  amount  of  work  had  been 
done  from  bovine  plasma.  Until  recently, 
thrombin  had  been  used  only  as  a  local 
hemostatic  agent,  and  applied  in  small 
quantities.  The  position  was  now  rather 
different,  because  thrombin  was  being  used 
to  cover  large  areas,  where  the  substance 
would  be  absorbed  into  the  blood  stream. 
Using  animal  plasma  might  mean  intro- 
ducing a  foreign  protein,  and  there  was  a 
suggestion  of  this  in  the  more  recent  work 
on  the  use  of  animal  thrombin.  From  a 
gaiety  point  of  view,  until  more  was  known 
as  to  whether  there  was  a  difference  be- 
tween animal  and  human  thrombin,  it 
would  be  wiser  to  use  the  human. 

Mr.  Beattie  asked  how  thrombin  from 
human  plasma  compared  with  the  com- 
mercial article.  There  might  be  difficulty 
after  the  war  in  obtaining  thrombin  from 
human  sources. — Professor  Todd  said  it 
would  remain  for  the  civil  population  to 
decide  whether  the  obvious  advantages  of 
blood  transfusion  were  to  continue. — Mr. 
Milne  believed  the  commercial  products 
were  obtained  from  animal  plasma.  Some 
American  workers  claimed  active  products. 

Professor  Gaddum  asked  to  be  told 
more  of  the  ■  technique  of  skin  grafting 
with  thrombin. — Professor  Todd  stated 
that  one  of  the  problems  in  the  treatment 
of  burns  was  that,  over  the  area  from  which 
the  skin  had  been  burned,  a  false  skin  and 
tissue  grew.  This  was  liable  to  contract  at 
a  later  stage  and  cause  crippling  deformi- 
ties. Therefore  it  was  advisable,  at  an 
early  stage,  to  graft  the  area  with  skin. 
The  procedure  consisted  of  painting  the 
area  to  be  grafted  with  plasma  and  the 
surface  of  the  graft  with  thrombin.  When 
these  were  brought  into  contact,  the  fibrin- 
ogen clotted  and  fixed  the  graft  in  position. 

The  Chairman  next  called  upon  Mr.

Activated  Carbon  for  Pharmaceutical 
Purposes

In  '  the  preparation  of  solutions  of  all 
kinds  for  parenteral  injections,  it  is  a 
matter  of  importance  that  every  precaution 
should  be  taken  to  avoid  harmful  effect. 


While  a  solution  may  in  its  final  st 
free  from  micro-organisms,  the  fact 
these  were  present  prior  to  sterilf 
may  render  the  solution  unsuitable  fo 
This  applies  with  greatest  force  to 
volume  solutions  for  intravenous  injei 
in  which  the  infusion  of  liquids  conta 
by-products  of  dead  organisms  may 
rise  to  rigors  and  other  unpleasant 
toms.  The  modern  well-designed 
mercial  still  is  capable  of  producing 
pyrogenic  water  by  simple  distillation 
a  good  potable  water,  a  fact  prove 
independent  animal  tests.  The  additi 
medicaments  such  as  dextrose  may 
the  efficiency  of  the  most  perfect  sti 
introducing  favourable  conditions  for 
growth  of  pyrogen-producing  organisn 
may  even  introduce  such  organisms 
their  toxins  to  the  solutions. 

The  removal  of  pyrogens  can  be  ca 
out  by  distillation  with  a  suitable  still,  f 
tion  through  an  adsorbing  agent  such 
bacterial  filter  pad,  or  by  the  use  of 
vated  carbon.    Unless  the  carbon  is 
high  degree  of  purity,  inorganic  m 
may  be  released  to  the  solutions.  This 
pass  unnoticed  or  may  make  itself  ev:

From 
own  experience  he  had  to  admit  that 
most  generally  active  carbon  was  a 
ntinental   material   which    came  from 
echoslovakia. — Mr.  Gemmell  said  phos- 
ate  had  been  found  present  in  many 
pies.

Mr.  Macmorran  was  interested  that  Mr. 
Gemmell  had  started  off  with  distilled 
water  at  pn  5-9.  The  resulting  ^h's  were 
all  more  alkaline  than  that,  and  yet  he  had 
been  talking  mainly  of  acidity.  His  own 
experience  was  that  in  using  a  well-known 
firm's  activated  charcoal  in  distilled  water, 
the  pit  of  the  distilled  water  was  lowered 
to  about  2-5.  He  was  also  interested  to 
note  that  Mr.  .  Gemmell,  in  describing 
manufacture,  spoke  only  of  wood  charcoal. 
He  was  under  the  impression  that  decolor- 
ising charcoal  was  largely  animal  charcoal. 
— Mr.  Gemmell  replied  that  they  did  have 
samples  which  gave  reactions  well  on  the 
acid  side.  Often,  in  the  acid  process  of 
manufacture,  they  would  wash  with  alkali 
at  one  stage  and  then  finally  wash  out. 
When  he  spoke  of  the  impurities  "clinging 
tenaciously,"  he  did  not  mean  that  the  pB. 
of  a  solution  could  not  be  affected,  but  to 
wash  completely  free  from  an  impurity 
was  difficult.  The  acidic  or  alkaline  im- 
purities present  were  usually  fairly  well  on 
the  surface,  owing  to  the  washing  process. 

Professor  Gaddum,  in  expressing  his 
enjoyment  of  the  papers  read,  said  that 
Professor  Todd  and  his  colleagues  had 
shown  an  extraordinary  flair  for  choosing 
problems  of  the  greatest  importance  in 
medicine,  science  and  pharmacy.  He 
thought  that  they  would  in  future  bear 
more  of  the  pyrogens.  He  had  had  trouble 
with  the  activated  charcoals.  Some  of  his 
difficulties,  he  thought,  would  be  lessened 
as  a  result  of  the  paper  that  had  been  read. 

Dr.  Tait  expressed  his  indebtedness  to 
Professor  Todd  and  his  team  of  workers. 
Professor  Todd's  name  had  become  well 
known  in  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
circles  not  only  in  this  country,  but  abroad. 
The  Chairman  conveyed  the  thanks  of  the 
audience  to  the  authors.

It  is  significant  that  many  of  the  founder- 
embers  of  B.E.T.R.O.  are  firms  of  world- 


wide repute,  whose  normal  trading  equip- 
ment already  contains  a  market  research 
department.   Mr.  Ivor  Cooper  (Lever  Bros. 
&  Unilever,  Ltd.),  the  chairman  of  the 
Formation   Committee,  states  that  these 
firms  are  convinced  that  market  research 
overseas  is  vital  to  the  future  of  Britain's 
export   trade,    and    they   have  therefore 
conceived  it  to  be  in  the  nation's  interest 
that  they  should  help  to  "get  something 
started  "  in  this  connexion.  This  belief  they 
are  demonstrating  by  becoming  the  first 
to  guarantee  a  financial  contribution  for 
three  years.    Additions  to  the  ranks  of  the 
founders  by  inclusion  of  other  firms  wishing 
to  make  a  practical  contribution  to  the 
re-establishment  and  maintenance  of  British 
trade  as  a  whole  will  be  welcomed.   In  the 
past,  there  has  been  some  justification  for 
the  charges  that  British  industry  sometimes 
does  not  know  what  the  other  fellow  is 
doing,  and  that  study  of  overseas  markets 
has  been  rather  haphazard.   Today  there 
is,   however,   widespread   realisation  that 
♦new  methods  are  required  if  Britain  is  to 
secure  the  export  trade  she  needs  in  order 
to  maintain  the  standard  of  living  of  her 
people.     For    this    reason    a    study  of 
B.E.T.R.O. 's    proposals    by    all  manu- 
facturers,  large   or   small,   who   hope  to 
conduct  a  satisfactory  export  trade  after 
the  war,  is  to  be  commended. 

Planning  for  Export 

The  first  batches  are  now  off  the  press  of 
two  series  of  booklets  compiled  by  the 
Department  of  Overseas  Trade  to  assist 
manufacturers  and  shippers  in  opening  up 
again  the  country's  export  trade  immedi- 
ately conditions  permit.  The  first  series  is 
entitled  "  Hints  to  Business  Men  Visiting 
..."  So  far,  three  booklets  have  been 
published  in  the  series.  They  relate  to  New 
Zealand,  Turkey  and  Portugal.  The  com- 
plete range  will  consist  of  forty  booklets, 
covering  the  majority  of  countries  with 
which,  it  is  hoped,  it  will  be  practicable 
to  commence  trading  in  the  immediate 
post-war  years.  Further  booklets  will  be 
issued  as  they  are  received  from  the 
printers,  and  in  due  course  it  is  planned  to 
extend  the  series  to  include  most  European 
countries.  Information  is  provided  on 
internal  travel  and  hotel  facilities,  trade 
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organisations,  volume  and  nature  of  import 
and  export  trade  (in  most  instances  up  to 
the  year  1943),  together  with  customs 
regulations  and  import  tariffs.  Other 
information  given  includes  local  terms  of 
payment,  credit  facilities,  advertising,  and 
a  lengthy  review  of  sales  organisations  and 
business  conditions  appropriate  to  the 
country  under  review.  There  is  no  charge 
for  the  booklets,  applications  for  which 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary, 
Department  of  Overseas  Trade,  London. 

The  second  series  comprises  reviews  of 
commercial  conditions  in  Empire  and 
foreign  countries.  At  present  twenty-six 
countries  are  dealt  with,  but  the  number 
may  be  extended  later.  The  five  already 
available  (see  C.  6-  D.,  March  24,  p.  288) 
relate  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
Brazil,  Bolivia,  Chile  and  Peru.  The 
remainder  will  be  published  as  received 
from  the  printers,  and  will  include  New 
Zealand,  Eire,  the  Argentine,  Palestine, 
Portugal,  Sweden,  Persia,  Turkey,  Mexico, 
Canada,  Australia,  South  Africa  and  India." 
Besides  giving  the  usual  statistical  tables 
of  imports  and  exports  up  to  1939,  these 
reviews  of  the  economic,  social  and  busi- 
ness conditions  provide  a  good  deal  of 
other  information  useful  to  exporters. 
Each  booklet  contains  sections  on  (a) 
pre-war  trading  conditions,  (b)  war-time 
changes  in  external  trade,  and  (c)  post-war 
markets  for  imported  goods.  Booklets  in 
this  series  are  priced  at  sixpence  and  one 
shilling  each.  On  payment  of  a  deposit  of 
£1,  the  whole  range  will  be  dispatched 
direct  from  H.M.  Stationery  Office  to 
United  Kingdom  firms. 

The  National  Loaf 

Concern  is  being  felt  in  many  quarters  on 
the  question  of  altering  the  composition 
of  the  national  loaf.  When  the  subject  was 
debated  in  the  House  of  Lords  recently, 
several  members  expressed  anxiety  about 
the  progressive  reduction,  since  1942,  of 
the  wholemeal  content  of  the  bread.  In 
that  year,  it  will  be  remembered,  the 
standard  of  national  flour  was  85  per  cent, 
extraction.  This  has  now  been  reduced  to 
80  per  cent. 

Lord  Horder,  adviser  to  the  Ministry  of 
Food  on  medical  aspects  of  food  problems, 


recalled,  in  the  course  of  the  debat 
during  the  second  year  of  the  war  it  t 
necessary  to  save  shipping  space,  n 
for  armaments,  but  for  foods  othei 
wheat.

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LLOYD  GEORGE:  FATHER  OF  N.H.I. 
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Imbered  by  the  citizens  at  large 
as  a  supreme  war  leader,  Earl  Lloyd- 
re,  who  passed  peacefully  away  in  his 
|on  March  26  at  the  age  of  eighty-two, 
remain  for  chemists  "the  father  of 


Lloyd-George  in  1911  when,  as  Mr.  David  Lloyd 
pge,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  he  introduced 
the  National  Health  Insjrance  Bill. 


National  Health  Insurance."  When,  as 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  he  introduced 
the  National  Insurance  Bill  on  May  4,  191 1, 
he  laid  the  foundations  of  a  system  of  social 
security  upon  principles  which,  though  now 
generally  acclaimed,  aroused  at  the  time 
bitter  hostility  in  certain  sections  of  the 
community.  They  involved,  indeed,  no 
less  than  a  revolution  in  the  attitude  of  the 
State  towards  the  welfare  of  its  citizens. 
The  framework  of  social  insurance  was 
constructed  by  him  so  well  that,  at  his  death 
thirty-three  years  later,  the  system  re- 
mained substantially  unmodified.  He  did 
not  live  to  see  the  next  logical  development 
of  the  principle  he  had  pioneered  brought 
to  fruition  in  a  comprehensive  health  service, 
such  as  is  envisaged  in  the  present  Govern- 
ment's National  Health  proposals.  But  it 
is  certain  that  history  will  acknowledge  the 
debt  these  proposals  owe  to  the  introducer 
of  N.H.I,  as  much  as  his  contemporaries 
have  recognised  his  outstanding  contribu- 
tions to  statesmanship  during  his  six  years 
as  Prime  Minister.  In  the  two  articles 
which  follow,  a  critical  appreciation  is 
made  of  the  structure  and  working  of  the 
system  he  inaugurated.  Its  inclusion  in 
these  columns  is  at  once  a  tribute  to  the 
Minister  who  did  so  much  to  establish 
pharmacists  as  a  vital  arm  of  the  nation's 
health  services,  and  a  pointer  to  the 
developments  on  which  chemists  would  be 
wise  to  concentrate  in  the  future. 


N.H.I.  IN  RETROSPECT 


^HE  first  National  Insurance  Act, 
passed  on  December  11,  191 1,  was 
designed  "to  provide  for  insurance 
dnst  loss  of  health  and  for  the  prevention 
cure  of  sickness."  The  man  most 
|sely  associated  with  the  Act  in  the 
ids  of  contemporary  pharmacists  is 
|rl  Lloyd-George,  at  that  time,  as  Mr. 
)yd  George,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 
of  the  outstanding  political  figures  of  the 
st  half  of  the  century.  His  own  estimate 
what  had  been  achieved  was : — 

In  the  National  Insurance  Act  it  has  been 
aim  to  provide,  as  far  as  may  be  for  every 
Drker,  some  kind  of  shelter  against  the  slings 
arrows  of  fortune.    We  have  substituted 
'  tardy  relief  provision  made  in  anticipation 
need,  no  more  costly  but  infinitely  more 
fective  and  more  kindly  in  its  operation 
mn  distress  funds  or  the   Poor  Law.  We 
ive  in  one  great  measure  swept  into  the 
fational  Insurance  Scheme  some  ten  million 
rorkers  hitherto  unprovided  for,  and  though 


much  remains  to  do,  and  in  the  coming  years 
much  may  be  done,  here  at  least  is  a  beginning 
made  on  a  broad  and  comprehensive  plan." 

State  Responsibility  for  Health 

The  National  Health  Insurance  Act 
brought  to  fruition  a  conception  of  the 
responsibility  of  the  State  for  the  health 
of  its  citizens.  It  was  realised  that  a 
close  connexion  exists  between  disease 
and  poverty  and  between  disease  and 
incapacity  for  work.  For  economic  reasons 
it  is  of  the  first  importance  that  all  prevent- 
able illness  or  disablement  affecting  the 
productive  capacity  of  the  individual 
worker  shall  be  avoided.  With  good  health, 
the  life  of  each  citizen  is  enlarged  both 
physically  and  mentally,  and  the  capacity 
for  human  happiness  and  well-being  is 
ever-increasingly  improved,  with  corres- 
ponding advantage  to  the  State  as  a 
whole.    The  desire  to  secure  this  ideal  of 
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national  health  lay  at  the  root  of  the  Poor 
Law  Amendment  Act,  1834,  which  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  inauguration 
of  the  Poor  Law  medical  service.  It  also 
prompted  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
which  brought  about  a  revolution  in  all 
matters  relating  to  public  and  communal 
health,  and  established  a  comprehensive 
and  efficient  sanitary  service  for  the  whole 
country.  Still  more  completely  did  this 
conception  of  State  responsibility  find 
expression  in  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Act,  1911. 

In  these  three  great  measures  of  medical 
and  social  reform,  the  State  sought  to 
ensure  the  good  health  01  the  community. 
By  the  subsequent  establishment  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  19.19,  the  three 
services  were  co-ordinated  and  brought 
under  a  unified  system  of  control.  Ill- 
health  among  the  people  became  and 
remains  a  direct  concern  of  the  Ministry, 
and  of  those  local  authorities  and  bodies 
allied  to  and  working  in  conjunction 
with  it. 

Results  of  National  Health  Insurance 

Many  good  results  have  followed  the 
establishment  of  National  Health  Insur- 
ance. The  scheme  has  effected  a  considerable 
improvement  in  the  health  of  the  nation, 
and  has  stimulated  activities  in  many  of 
the  other  branches  of  the  public  service. 
It  has  brought  about  a  periodical  survey 
of  the  health  of  a  large  proportion  of  the 
workers  of  the  country,  and  vital  statistics 
show  improvements  in  several  directions 
since  its  inception.  Conditions  obtaining 
today  amongst  employed  persons  are 
considerably  better  than  they  were  before 
the  passing  of  the  Act.  Insured  workers  now 
know  that,  in  case  of  illness  necessitating 
absence  from  work  (and  therefore  suspen- 
sion from  wage-earning),  they  can  rely  on 
receiving,  without  further  payment,  proper 
medical  treatment,  together  with  any 
medicines  and  surgical  dressings  that  may 
be  required,  and,  in  addition,  regular 
cash  payments  during  incapacity — to  tide 
them  over  the  difficult  days. 

For  the  professional  men  concerned- 
doctors  and  pharmacists — the  Act  has 
brought  about  radical  changes  in  the 
conditions  under  which  they  carry  on 
their  work.  Medical  practitioners  have 
a  certainty  of  a  moderate  income,  and 
their  services  are  paid  for  at  rates  which 
at  least  are  better  than  the  old  Friendly 
Society  contract  practice.  They  are  not 
unnecessarily  hampered  by  considerations 
of  cost  in  connexion  with  their  prescribing, 
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but  are  encouraged  to  give  to  insu 
persons  the  best  possible  treatment  p 
vided  by  the  scheme. 

In  respect  of  remuneration  doctors  e 
chemists  under  the  scheme  are  not  in 
same  position.  Doctors  are,  paid  a 
rate  per  person  for  all  patients  for  wh 
treatment  they  accept  responsibil 
whether,  in  fact,  treatment  is  required 
not.  Chemists,  on  the  other  hand,  rece 
payment  only  for  actual  work  done 
material  supplied.  Before  the  Act,  d| 
pensing  had  been  a  private  arrangemtl 
between  patient  and  pharmacist.  Mai 
practitioners  dispensed  their  own  medicini 
but  such  prescriptions  as  were  issued  wJ 
brought  to  the  pharmacist  for  dispensil 
and  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  professiorl 
work  involved  was  solely  a  matter  f| 
private  treaty  between  chemist  and  ci'i 
tomer.  The  Act  altered  this  arrangemel 
for  a  large  section  of  the  communitl 
The  State  intervened,  and  engaged  tj 
chemist  to  dispense,  at  contract  rate! 
any  prescription  brought  to  him  by  til 
third  party  to  the  contract — the  insuni 
person. 

Recognition  of  Pharmacists 

The    National    Insurance    Scheme,  1 
course,  was  not  instituted  for  the  benefit  ij 
the  pharmacist.  It  was  the  manual  worke 
the  artisan  or  industrial  member  of  tl 
community  in  whose  interest  the'  Act  W£ 
passed.    The  original  Bill  did  not  eve 
provide  that  the  dispensing  was  to  be  don 
by  pharmacists.   A  Pharmaceutical  Stanc 
ing  Committee  was  set  up  by  the  Society 
and  earnest  consideration  was  given  to  th 
whole  question  during  many  months  an 
at  every  stage  during  the  passage  of  th 
Bill  through  Parliament.    As  a  result  c 
these  activities,  the  provisions  of  the  Bi. 
were  modified,  and  the  place  of  the  pharma 
cist  in  the  scheme  was  finally  assured.  So  ; 
for  the  first  time,   pharmacists  receive* 
official    recognition    as    compounders  0 
medicines ;    they  found  themselves  in  th 
Insurance   Scheme  firmly   established  a 
national    dispensers,    with   the  statutory 
right  to  undertake  that  work  for  whicl! 
they  had  been  specially  trained. 

Effect  on  Organisation 

The  Act  once  on  the  Statute  Book 
the  centre  of  pharmaceutical  activity^ 
shifted  from  headquarters  in  London  to 
the  various  local  areas  throughout  the 
country.

0  settle  terms  of  service  centrally  with 
he  responsible  Government  department, 
nstead  of  locally  with  each  Insurance 
"ommittee.  For  some  years  there  had  been 

1  growing  feeling  that  trade  matters  were 
outside  the  Society's  Charter  of  Incorpora- 
tion. Discussions  in  connexion  with 
National  Health  Insurance  terms  only 
emphasised  this  feeling,  and  finally  gave 
rise  to  a  situation  in  which  it  was  necessary 
to  have  the  question  legally  settled.  The 


friendly  test  case  put  before  the  courts  known 
as  "  Jenkin  v.  the  Pharmaceutical  Society" 
was  the  result.  This  was  decided  against 
the  Society,  and  steps  were  immediately 
taken  to  establish  an  independent  organisa- 
tion which  would  take  over  all  National 
Health  Insurance  matters  and  carry  on 
central  negotiations  on  behalf  of  all  " panel" 
pharmacists,  and  so  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
— now  the  National  Pharmaceutical — 
Union  was  created  in  December  1920. 
That  again  may  be  accounted  one  of  the 
substantial  gains  which  have  come  to 
chemists  as  a  result  of  the  Insurance 
Act. 

No  Fundamental  Changes 

Such  a  retrospective  view  as  has  been 
given  of  National  Health  Insurance  brings 
sharply  in  relief  the  fact  that  no  particular 
change  of  principle  has  been  made  during 
the  whole  thirty-odd  years  since  the 
passing  of  the  Act.  Medical  Benefit  is 
still  the  same  as  it  was  at  the  outset — 
a  general-practitioner  service  for  certain 
workers  of  the  community.  Many  classes 
of  persons,  such  as  dependents  of  insured 
persons,  and  individuals  working  for 
themselves,  are  still  without  the  benefits 
of  the  scheme,  while  those  who  are  insured 
are  still  not  entitled  to  specialist  services 
or  hospital  treatment.  The  raising  of  the 
income  limit,  and  the  lowering  of  the* age 
for  certain  juvenile  workers,  have  brought 
more  insured  persons  within  the  scope  of 
the  scheme,  but  any  modifications  that 
have  taken  place  have  been  in  degree  and 
not  in  kind.  Perhaps  this  failure  to  in- 
troduce any  new  principles  may  be  said 
to  be  the  chief  cause  of  the  chemist's 
continuing — in  fact  growing — dissatisfac- 
tion with  the  terms  of  his  remuneration. 

Chemists'  Value  Underrated 

No  doubt  the  191 4-1 8  war  was  a  great 
obstacle  to  progressive  development  and 
elaboration  of  the  scheme  hailed  with 
such  satisfaction  in  191 1,  while  after  the 
war  was  over  no  money  remained  in  the 
national  exchequer  for  expenditure  on 
social  improvements. 

These  facts,  however,  do  not  excuse  or 
explain  the  initial  failure  to  assess  at  its 
right  value  the  chemist's  professional 
work,  or  his  place  in  the  scheme.  The 
mistake  was  that  the  work  of  dispensing 
for  the  nation  was  offered  to  pharmacists 
as  a  spare-time  job,  and  not  as  full-time 
employment.  The  chemist's  shop  was 
there.  It  would  be  open  for  business 
anyhow.    That  was  the  argument,  and  so 
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the  pharmacist  was  given  the  work  to  do 
and  offered  what  the  authorities  considered 
to  be  appropriate  payment  in  exchange  for 
the  extra  time  he  spent  on  it,  during  which 
he  was,  of  course,  not  engaged  in  the  other 
ordinary  activities  of  his  business.  Failure 
subsequently  to  gain  adequate  terms  has 
not  been  chiefly  the  fault  of  succeeding 
representatives  or  negotiators ;  so  long  as 
that  original  conception  of  the  value  of  the 
chemist's  work  persisted,  it  was  inevitable 
that  remuneration  would  continue  to  be 
computed  on  an  inadequate  basis.  In 
this  respect  the  task  is  to  alter  the  official 
attitude  toward  the  pharmacist's  work  of 
the  future.  Only  by  a  reconsideration  of 
fundamental  principles,  and  a  re-orientation 
of  the  Government's  viewpoint,  will  there 
be  any  improvement  in  the  status  and  pay 
of  the  nation's  dispensers.  That  is  the  objec- 
tive on  which  chemists  should  concentrate. 


A  Forward  Look 

Despite  their  feeling  of  dissatisfaclji 
with  the  terms  of  remuneration,  chem.^ 
have  continued  to  carry  out  their  duL 
throughout  the  whole  period  of  operatior'jf 
the  Act,  demonstrating  beyond  all  questli 
that  they  have  been  actuated  by  a  putl- 
spirited  desire  to  provide  a  good  phanl 
ceutical  service  rather  than  by  a  wish! >  i 
secure  personal  profit.  This  was,  in  id 
recognised  by  the  National  Health  Tnsj 
ance  Commission  in  1928,  which  commenc'l 
them  for  their  record  of  efficiency.  ll 
confidence  reposed  in  them  by  members! 
the  community  and  the  Government  alll 
provide  sufficient  justification  for  the  phi 
macists'  claim  to  be  included  in  any  futil 
scheme  that  may  be  introduced  havil 
for  its  object  the  extension  and  improi 
ment  of  the  public  health  and  medi 
services  of  the  country. 


THIRTY -THREE  YEARS  ON 


IT  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  every 
practising  pharmacist  in  the  country 
today  has  Earl  Lloyd-George  to  thank 
for  the  honourable  position  he  occupies  in 
the  public  mind  as  the  proper  person  to 
dispense  physicians'  prescriptions.  Speaking 
on  the  National  Health  Insurance  Bill  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  May  4,  191 1, 
Mr.'  Lloyd  George,  as  he  then  was,  said, 
"The  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  separate 
the  drugs  from  the  doctor.  .  .  .  The  doctor's 
business  should  be  confined  to  prescribing 
and  it  is  for  the  chemist  to  dispense." 
Thirty-four  years  ago,  and  separation  is 
not  yet  complete !  Too  many  doctors 
today  cling  to  their  old  trade  of  apothecary, 
and  diagnose,  prescribe,  dispense  (and 
sign  the  death  certificate)  for  their  patients. 
Let  us  hope  the  new  legislation  for  a 
National  Health  Service  will  make  a  clean 
cut  between  prescribing  and  dispensing. 
The  National  Insurance  Act  of  191 1,  for 
which  Mr.  Lloyd  George  was  in  the  main 
responsible,  revolutionised  pharmacy — -a 
revolution  that  can  only  fully  be  understood 
by  those  who  are  aware  of  the  condition  of 
pharmacy  in  pre-National  Health  Insurance 
days,  when  in  thousands  of  chemists'  shops 
a  doctor's  prescription  was  never  dispensed.. 

The  Question  Today 

Will  the  new  legislation  cause  a  similar 
upheaval,  and  will  it  bring  the  same 
benefits  to  pharmacy  as  its  predecessor  of 
thirty-three  years  ago  ?  Time  alone  will 
tell.  Pharmacy  has  much  in  its  favour  to- 
day.   It  is  prepared — and  organised — to 


negotiate  (and  if  necessary  fight)  for 
proper  position  in  the  health  services 
the  country,  with  two  powerful  bodies  as 
champions :  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
look  after  its  professional  privileges  ai 
status,  and  the  National  Pharmaceutic 
Union  to  see  that  the  remuneration  ail 
conditions  are  adequate.   It  may  be  the 
will  be  the  same  grim  struggle  as  there  w;| 
years  ago  when  only  the  intervention  1 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and  the  la 
Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  induced  Mr.  Llo>

Changed  Bases  of  Pricing 

The  medical  benefit  part  of  the  Act  0 
191 1  came  into  force  in  January  1913 
Since  that  date  the  chemists  of  the  countr 
have  dispensed  some  twelve  hundrec 
million  National  Health  Insurance  pres 
criptions,  and  have  been  paid  approximately 
£60  million.  The  first  Drug  Tariff 
prepared  at  a  time  of  great  urgency  tc 
meet  unforeseen  circumstances  in  which 
no  guidance  could  be  obtained  from  previou 
experience ;  it  was  based  on  Imperia 
coinage,  and  provided  that  a  price  shoul 
be   charged    for   every   ingredient  in 
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piJription,  together  with  (apart  from 
celin  exceptions)  a  dispensing  fee  for 
trlprescription  as  a  whole.  After  three 
y<l'  experience,  this  tariff  was  replaced 
b-ltie  commercial  tariff  of  191 6,  based  on 
tlldecimal  system,  with  drugs  at  cost 
pi,  a  graded  dispensing  fee  for  profes- 
silil  services,  and  an  allowance  for  esta- 
biment  expenses.

ndencies  in  Prescribing 

hirty  years  ago  the  bulk  of  National 
alth  Insurance  prescriptions  were  for 
xtures,  gargles,  lotions,  pills,  powders, 
th  few  tablets  and  a  small  percentage  of 
oprietary  medicines.    Now,  proprietary 
d  ethical  preparations  are  extensively 
escribed ;    in   some   areas   forming    1 8 
hi  cent,  of  the  prescriptions.   Powders  and 
lis  are  no  longer  so  frequently  ordered, 
eir  place  being  taken  by  tablets,  capsules, 
d  injections — intravenous,  intramuscular 
d  hypodermic.  In  the  early  days  thyroid 
as  practically  the  only  glandular  pre- 
aration   ordered ;     now    every   part  of 
e  animal  body  is  pressed  into  therapeutic 
rvice.    Fashion  and  new  discoveries,  of 
ourse,  influence  prescribing.    Glucose  and 
McLean  powder  have  had  their  popularity, 
nsulin  and  vitamins  have  apparently  come 
o  stay.    The  first  National  Health  In- 
mrance  script  for  insulin  in  1923  was  priced 
it  25s.  for  100  units.    Now  it  is  priced  at 
3d.,  thanks  to  Government  control  and 
the  inclusion  of  insulin  in  the  Therapeutic 
Substances  Act  in  1927. 

Today  the  pricing  officers  have  to 
wrestle  with  the  sulphonamide  drugs  in  all 


their  confusing  nomenclature.  Pity  the 
pricer  who  has  to  decide  from  an  almost 
illegible  scrawl  whether  the  doctor  intended 
sulphanilamide,  sulphapyridine,  sulpha- 
thiazole,  sulphaguanidine,  sulphadiazine, 
sulphasuccidine,  sulphamerazine,  sulpha- 
methazine  or  sulphacetamide ! 

An  impression  appears  prevalent  amongst 
otherwise  well-informed  persons  that  panel 
medicine  is  composed  of  stock  mixtures 
(they  were  abolished  in  1921)  ;  is  restricted 
in  quantity ;  and  that  cheapness  is  the 
main  consideration.  Too  little  publicity 
is  available  regarding  the  amazing  range  of 
medicines  that  are,  in  fact,  ordered  for 
insured  persons.  In  point  of  fact,  the 
present  Drug  Tariff  does  not  provide 
adequate  remuneration  for  the  pharmacist 
who  has  to  dispense  mixtures  of  decoction 
of  pomegranate  or  Bulgarian  belladonna 
freshly  prepared,  or  ointments  of  intricate 
formulas  requiring  manipulation  and  heat- 
ing, or  a  spray  solution  like  the  following, 
which  was  actually  dealt  with  at  a  Pricing 
Bureau : —

Some  rather  unusual  National  Health 
Insurance  scripts  seen  recently  include 
8  oz.  brandy ;  2  oz.  oil  of  peppermint  ; 
1  pint  ol.  sassafras ;  1  lb.  tannic  acid ; 
4  oz.  block  camphor;  100  yds.  gauze, 
500  Luminal  tablets;  600  tablets  ascorbic 
acid  ;  six  bottles  of  an  asthma  cure  costing 
over  ^4 ;  24  ampoules  costing  over  £10. 
Pricing  during  the  last  five  years  has  been 
complicated  by  the  shortage  of  price  lists, 
the  application  of  the  purchase  tax  to 
medicinal  preparations,  and  its  constant 
re-classification  by  H.M.  Customs;  Orders 
made  under  the  Defence  Regulations  regard- 
ing Scarce  Substances  and  Authorised 
Alternatives,  not  to  mention  two  editions  of 
the  National  War  Formulary  and  the 
various  Addenda  to  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia. In  fine,  there  can  be  little 
doubt  that  the  insured  person  to  day  is 
getting  good  medical  treatment.  National 
Health  Insurance  prescribing  is  keeping 
pace  with  therapeutic  advances,  and  has 
gone  a  long  way  from  the  nauseous  mixture 
that  represented  the  bulk  of  prescribing 
thirty  years  ago.

Tropical  eosinophilia  manifests  itself 
her  by  fever  with  slight  enlargement  of 
spleen,  or  by  immediate  onset  of 
ronic  symptoms.  There  is  general 
bility  associated  with  loss  of  weight  and 
petite,  together  with  bronchial  and 
thmatic  spasms.  Chronic  bronchitis 
most  invariably  occurs,  and  patients 
turning  from  tropical  countries  may  show

the  associated  features :  bronchitis  and 
eosinophilia.  The  syndrome  should  be 
recognised  in  men  who  have  lived  and 
fought  in  tropical  countries. 


Cause  and  Treatment 

In  the  tropics,  eosinophilia  is  usually 
associated  with  parasitic  infection,  with  an 
allergic  condition,  or  with  skin  diseases. 
During  recent  studies  in  the  South  Pacific 
it  was  found  that  a  high  percentage  of 
men  suffering  from  the  disease  were 
infected  with  hookworm,  and  the  conclusion 
was  drawn  that  this  was  the  cause  of  the 
widespread  eosinophilia  found  there.  A 
recent  report  from  Ceylon,  however, 
records  that  certain  mites  have  been 
found  in  the  sputum  of  cases  of  asthmatic 
eosinophilia,  and  this  suggestion  is  re- 
ceiving attention  from  research  workers. 

The  disease  clears  up  well  under  the 
influence  of  the  arsenicals,  and  recovery 
is  usually  rapid.  Good  results  have  been 
obtained  with  neoarsphenamine  injections, 
but  most  of  the  organic  arsenical  prepara- 
tions are  equally  effective.

General  business  in  the  London  drug 
markets  has  declined  to  the  low  level  usually 
expected  just  before  the  holiday  break. 
While  a  few  prices  have  undergone  slight 
modification,  the  extent  of  the  movements 
is  entirely  without  significance.  Most  items 
are  firmly  held,  with  no  improvement  in 
supply.  In  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals 
business  has  been  of  a  routine  character, 
with  the  demand  steady  and  supplies  fairly 
good.  The  only  important  price  changes 
concern  Borax  and  Boric  acid,  which  are 
both  being  substantially  reduced  on 
April  2.  The  previous  price  alteration  in 
these  items  was  an  advance  in  April  1944. 

Small  quantities  of  Crude  Drugs  have 
continued  to  find  their  way  into  the  hands 
of  consumers,  but  actual  market  business 
has  been  distinctly  quiet.  A  fair  number  of 
items  are  now  out  of  stock,  including 
Aloes,  Balsam  tolu,  Benzoin,  Cascara 
sagrada,  rough-round  Rhubarb,  and 
Turmeric  Ergot  is  in  poor  supply,  but 
the  price  of  any  available  small  lots  is 
unchanged.  Further  parcels  of  Brazilian 
Menthol  are  stated  to  be  afloat.

Insulin  Varieties  and  Uses 

Sir, — In  recent  months  several  diabetics 
have  informed  their  physicians  or  have 
written  to  the  Diabetic  Association  saying 
that  they  have  been  "advised"  by  the 
chemist  from  whom  they  purchase  their 
supplies  of  insulin  to  try  a  "new  and 
better  sort"  of  insulin.  As  your  readers 
are  doubtless  aware,  there  are  four  types 
of  insulin  available  today,  namely  soluble, 
protamine  zinc,  globin  and  "delay"  in- 
sulins. All  are  supplied  in  three  strengths 
varying  from  20  to  80  units  per  c.c.  While 
none  of  them  is  "better"  than  the  others, 
their  respective  actions  upon  the  level  of 
the  blood  sugar  vary  greatly  in  both 
intensity  and  duration.  Different  diabetics 
require  different  strengths  and  types  of 
insulin,  but  all  must  regulate  their  diet 
to  suit  the  type  and  dose  of  insulin  that 
they  take.  To  change  the  type  of  insulin 
without  accurate  and  appropriate  alteration 
in  the  diet  may  be  most  dangerous,  and 
may  lead  either  to  inadequate  control  of  the 
diabetes,  with  serious  consequences,  or  to 
a  sudden  attack  of  coma  from  insulin 
overdose.  It  is  therefore  imperative  that 
diabetics  should  not  make  any  alteration 
in  the  type  of  insulin  they  take  without  the 
knowledge  and  advice  of  a  doctor  who 
understands  their  case.  May  I,  through 
your  columns,  appeal  to  your  subscribers  to 
avoid  saying  anything  to  their  customers 
about  "new  types  of  insulin,"  remembering 
that  a  friendly  word  of  information  by  a 
chemist  may  be  mistaken  by  a  customer 
for  a  piece  of  serious  therapeutic  advice  ? 
It  is,  no  doubt,  in  this  way  that  the  mis- 
understandings which  I  have  mentioned 
have  arisen.
